This issue of Higher Education in the States contains the seventh annual tabular 
survey of programs in operation or approved for state support of private higher 
education in the 50 states and the District of Columbia. The table begins on page 2. 



The Stat^ and Private Higher Education 



Within the last year three major reports dealing 
with public policy in * relation to independent 
higher education havp been issued. TW9 of these 
focus on state policy and action and the thirid deals 
more generally with national policy in its impact 
upon states and institutions. The first ,of these is 
the report of a Task Force on State Policy and 
Independent Higher Education of the Education 
' Commission of the States.* The second is i report 
of the Camegie'Cbuncil on Policy Studies ift Hi^er 
Education entitled, The States and Private Higher 
Education: Problems and Policies in a New Era.'^ 
\The third mOst recent and Voluminous, report 
ctoies from the Brookings Institution, Public 
^and Private Higher Education, edited by 
David'^^'tmeijia^ and' Chester Finn.^ While there 
-fure poin^&sQfsimila^^ did agreement among the 
three, the Vepbrte^^iffa/substantially in emphasis 
and in some of their'recoriimendations. All three 
reports agree in including the importance oi 
considering independent higher education institu- 
tions as^n integral part of the postsecondary 
resourcesA)f the state. All agree on the importance 
of planning and of the involvement of the indepen- 
dent institutions in the planning process. All three 
place major emphasis upon student aid as an 
appropriate means of^reiriTorcing the private sector. 
All three recommend increased federal emphasis on

the Stafe Student Incentive Grant Program. How- 
ever, whereas the task force report urges ^states to 
Hke the initiative in policy development and to do 
so in the lighj: of the unique situations in each 
state, both Carnegie and Brookings, the latter 
particularly so, recommend major federal .inceiu 
tives to change state, policy. The Brookings report 
especially would utilize federal incentives to im- 
pact tuition policy at the state level t6 reduce or 
hold constant the tuition gap. ' 

The issues involved in state policy and independent 
higher education, ranging from the involvement of 
the private sector in th^/plahning process, thVough 
the desirability and nature of state support, to* 
means of stabilizing or closing the tuition. gap and 
the issue of accountability of independent institu- 
tions that participate in planning and receive state 
funds from the states, will continue to be discussed 
for the foreseeable future.' In fact, the discussions 
are hkely to increase in intensity/ as higher educa- 
tion moves in to -the period of an unsteady state or 
declining enrbllments.

In the meantime, however, it is important to note 
what the states in fact are doing now. In 1977 all • 
but four states (Arizona, Nebraska, Nevada and 
Wyoming) and the District of Colombia made aid 
(in addition to tax exeipption) in some form^ 
indirect or direct, available t6 private institutions 
or their students. The forms, of such aid fall into^ 
six major groups: student assistance; direct institur 
tional aid; contracts; special programs for disadvan- 
taged students; support »f or medical, dental, nursing 
and health-related fields; and provision of facilities 
authorities to enable independent institutions to 
take advantage of tax-exempt bondsTSK capital 
construction. \.

Student assistance is by far the most popular ^m 
of increasing choice and of yadirect-aid to insti?ii- 
tions. Some 39 states appropriate irt excess of $^07 
million for student ' aid projgrams available ^to 
students in both private and public institution^. 
Fifteen states appropriate in excess of $91 million 
for' students attending private institutions only. 
These in effect- are tuition equalization grants 
although in only two cases (Georgia and North 
Carolina) are the grants unrelated to need factors. 
An additional $15.9 million is appropriated in 26 
states for specialized student aid programs available 
to students in private a^ well as publi^ in^tutions 
for' purposes that range from supporT for children 
of deceased firemen and veteran? to part-time 
students, students attending institutions in consor- 
tia and Indians. 

Bi^teaQ, states provide student support for medi- 
cal^ental, health-related and veterinary education. 
Twenty-three «tate^ provide institutional support 
for oiie or more medical, dental, nursing and/or 
vetem^ary schools. 

Fourte^a states prbvide more than $125 million 
in direct^ institutional support. The New York 
program ($66.6 million) is by far the largest. Some 
17 states contract directly with independent insti- 
tutions for .special programs and - services.

Wfiat the tables make evident fs that the states, as 
judged by action, have been and are far mare 
responsive to the issues and prol?lems-of indepen- 

j dent institutions than , the federal government.^ 
They further suggest tfiat federal 'projgrams over- 
looking the diversity of the states'^and their 

"approaches to the.issue^ particularly programs that 
propose uniforitity in procedures and treatment 
across states, may well be counterproductive froni 
the standppint of state response-. Jt would seem 
that the states, far more than the federal govern-* 
ment, are seriously concerned with the continued 
health of the private as ^ell as the public sectors cff
